While the opponents of the 
plan, among whose number are 
many prominent delegates, are

ecoming candidates for any of- 

fice, they strenuously oppose 
any scheme whieh would’ make 
ONLY:;. business agents eligible 
for office. 

Some delegates point out that 
business agents are paid to rep- 
resent their local unions in rela- 
tions with the employers and if 
they handle this job properly, 
they could not have enough time 
to carry out ALL the executive 
and organizing ‘business of the 
council. : There is no objection 
to’ increasing the size of the 
committees of the central coun- 
cil, as long as any delegate is 
eligible for nomination. 

Those opposing the plan state 
this does not mean they oppose 
the offieers of the council who 
are sponsofing the plan. They 
declare the present officers 
were elected by all the prog- 
ressive delegates, including those 
opposing the plan, who are loy- 
al supporters of the progressive 
cause.

SAN FRANCISCO—Over 2000 members: in tees than twe 
months! 

That’s the astounding record of the -new department store 
employees’ group in the Retail Clerks Protective Association. 

Meetings of the union have been getting larger each time, 
with the result that the original 
hall could no. longer -hold - the 
department .store workers who 
came in such masses. (Over 2300 
at latest oper mass meetings!) 

The first closed meeting of the 
new union will be. held April 
‘7, At that time a tentative pro- 
gram. will be adopted, later to 
be submitted, in final form, to 
the employers. 

Aims of the new union are a 
40-hour week and $25 weekly. 
minimum wage. Union recogni 
tion, time. and. a half for over- 
time, seven paid holidays each 
year are other aims. 

Basic Scales 

A basie minimum seale'in im- 
portant departments will be 
drawn up. 

One of the evils the union will 
take a crack at is tempora 
work, and another is overtime 
work. Carmen Lucia; wAo“with 
Marion Brown is organizer for 
the new union, says of ‘these 
evils: ; 

Wait Around’ for Hours 

“Temporary. workers are asked 
to come in every day, on the 
chance that they ‘may get : abe or 
three hours’ work.” 

“Sometimes they sit and wait 
four to five hours—then have no 
wotk. Othcr témporary work- 
ers are employed every day, but 
since they are technically on a 
temporary basis, they are not 
éligible to vacations with pay, 
store discounts, or paid ~ holi- 
days.” 

Overtime work is another mat- 
ter which the unions feel works 
an injustice particularly ‘on stock 
room employees,. wrappers, and 
shipping clerks. 

“When they are asked to work 
evenings or on holidays, the 
only extra pay they get is 50 
cents for supper money. If they 
refuse to work, the personnel 
manager lays thém off for a 
week or two as discipline.” 

“Culinary ‘workers are ‘suffer- 
ers’‘under the present ~ system, 
too. They are required to re- 
port at 7 a. m., and work until 
6 p, m., for a $12 a week aver- 
age. * \ They have no set time for 
meals ‘and are allowed to ‘grab 
a lurich’\whenever they have a 
few slack\ moments, then are 
frequently called back to work 
within 10 or 15. minutes.” 

The new union is industrial, 
takés in all workers, including 
office workers.

Furriers Firm in 
L. A. Picketing 


LOS ANGELES—Readers are f 
already informed about the fight 
which the fur workers. are con- 
ducting against the Maurice Ball 
fur establishment at 424 W. 7th 
St., Los Angeles., Since the gen- 
eral strike of Aig. 5, 1936, this 
firm has done ‘everything to 
keep down the standards of the 
fur workers and consistently re- 
fused collective bargaining. 

To stop the union activities, 
Maurice Ball applied for an in- 
junction in December, 1936, and 
was granted a temporary re- 
straining order by Judge Rubin. 
Schmidt. The hearing on this in- 
junction starteg March 10 and 
continued for-five days. Judge 
Vickers took the case under ad- 
visement. After ‘briefs are pre-. 
sented to him by the attorneys 
of both sides, verdict will 
come in a few weeks, 


This injunction Silene eae 
only the Fur- Workers’ Union, 
Local 87, but also the Central 
Labor ‘Council of our city. The 
Los Angeles Citizen, which was 
also mentioned as a defendant ; 
in the injuncition, was dropped. 

The fur workers continue to 
picket Maurice Ball’s shop and 
have decided to continue until 
‘this firm will grant its workers 
collective bargaining, higher 
‘wages and shorter hours—to 
comply with the general. stand- 
ards of the fur eanterat! in. ios
